I. The Imperial charges, on the basis of the Exchequer Issues for 1892-93, towards which 
Ireland would contribute under the Financial Scheme in the Government of Ireland Bill, are as

A contribution of 2,276,000?. to Imperial charges amounting to 62,900,000/. represents a 
contribution of 3’62 per cent, (i.e., between l-27th and l-28th) of such charges.

' Xote. — This figure is derived from the results as ascertained for the year 1892-93, and is assumed to be the 
normal contribution of Ireland to the Imperial Exchequer. It is apart from the allowance of 486,000/., which it is 
proposed to grant temporarily to Ireland in respect of the present cost of the Constabulary, and which will be la 
transient and diminishing charge. Tho Revenue of Ireland being collected ns now by Imperial Officers for the 
next six years, the cost of collection continues to be reckoned as an Imperial Charge ; the two-thirds of the 
Revenue so collected and allotted to Ireland being approximately equivalent to the sum now paid from the 
Imperial Exchequer for the Civil Charges of Ireland. 
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
